House Democrats Resolve That the Bank 
Tax Must Come Off 


CULBERSON MAKES A STRONG SPEECH 


Southern Members Have Just Got 
to Carry This Through. 


IT 1S AGROUND HOG CASE WITH THEM 


Cieveland Has Done Them Up on Silver, 
and Tney Must Make Some Show- 
ing to Their Constituents. 


Washington, Apri 10.—(Special.)}—On ac- 
count of the severe storm tonight not more 
than one hundred democrats were present 


at the caucus called td take action on the’ 


bill to repeal the state bank tax. Speaker 
Crisp and every member of the Georgia: 
delegation were present. Mr. Turner and 
Colonel Livingsion mace speeches in favor 
of immediate actiou. Indeed, nearly all 
the southern men had a word to say in 
favor of it Every southern man in the 
house is in favor of it. 

The following resolutions were adopted 
without a dissenting vote: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the prohibitory tax of 10 per 
cent on state bank issue be repealed. 

‘Resolved, That when the bill Known as 
the Brawley and Springer bill, which the 
committee on banking and currency has or- 
dered reported to the house, is called up for 
action an amendment be offered repealing 
the prohibitory tax on state banks; that 
ample time be afforded for discussion, and 
if necessary to secure this, the committee 
on rules be requested to take proper action.’’ 

The attendance from the south and west 
was very heavy, but only a few eastern 
men appeared, among them being Messrs. 
Strauss, Cummings, Dunphy and Warner, 
vf New York; Pigott, of Connecticut; 
O'Neill, of Massachusetts, and Sibley, of 
Pennsylvania. — 

Culberson Spenks for It. 

The discussion of the repeal of the state 
bank tax proceeded in a desultory way for 
a time and took wide range. Mr. Culber- 
son, of Texas, chairman of the judiciary 
committee, made a strong speech in favor 
of it. He reviewed at some length the po- 
litical situation in which the southern mem- 
bers found themselves. The Sherman law 
had been repealed, all hope of silver legisla- 
tion must necessarily be abandoned for the 
present, since Mr. Cleveland had set the 
seal of his disapproval upoa the Bland 
seigniorage bill. In the senate the tariff 
bill was proceeding slowly. In fact, said 
Mr. Culberson, the democratic members 
from the south and west had no record of 
pledges redeemed to carry back to their 
The only thing left to meet the ur- 
gent demand from their sections for a 
greater volume of currency was the repeal 
of the tax on state bank circulation. 

After some further talk the above resolu- 
tions were offered, the first by Mr. Cox, of 
Tennessee, and the second by Mr. Culber- 
son. There was but little diversity of opin- 
ion in the caucus on the question of advisa- 
bility of taking up for consideration the 
question of repeal, but there was some op- 
position to unconditional repeal. 

Bryan Opposes. 

Tho only outspoken opponents of any 
measure looking to the repeal of the state 
bank tax came from Messrs. Bryan, of Ne- 
baska, and Lane and Williams» of LIllinois.- 

Messrs. Livingston and Turner, of Geor- 
gia; Gresham, of Texas; Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia; Catchings, of Mississippi; Cooper, of 


Indiana, and others ard:atly favored the. 


proposition. Mr. Cummings, of New York, 
made a ringing speech at the end in favor 
of the repeal. He declared that th: people 
of New York had cast their vote for the 
democratig candidates with a full knowl- 
edge of what the Chicago platform con- 
tained, and he, for one, was ready and anx- 
lous to redeem every plank in that plat- 
form. At the conclusion of his speech the 
resolutions were adopted and the caucus 
adjourned. The résult of the caucus only 
means that the bill to repeal the state bank 
tax shall be considered as a rider to the 
Brawley bill, which is now on the calendar, 
and that a vote shall be had upon it. It 
was generally admitted in the caucus to- 
hight that this repeal could not be accom- 
plished unconditionally. 

The caucus action tonight is not consid- 
ered binding by the democrats present who 
oppose the bill, but it will have the effect 
of materially strengthening the measure, 


passing the bill that there will be enough 
eastern democrats voting with the repub- 
licans and populists to defeat jt. The re- 
publicans and populists are solidly arrayed 
against it. 

Mr. Swanson gave, as the result of his 
Canvass, 129 votes for unconditional repeal, 
and Mr. Williams declared as a result of 
his investigation that a majority of the 
house favored the repeal, although not un- 
conditionally. The question of conditions 
Was only briefly touched upon tonight. 

Walsh at Work. 

Senator Walsh is hard at work already 
reading up on the tariff speeches that reg 8 
been made. Mr. Walsh feels that he 
here to aid in the passage of a tariff bill 
and he intends. to make a speech before 
the cebete ends. He may devote much of 
h’s specch to a reply to Senator Hill’s ar-

Henry Cabot Lodge spoke today in the 
senate. His speech consumed the most of 
the day. Mr. Lodge falked to empty seats. 

Colonel Livingston Spoke. 

The house. consumed much of today in 
debate over the fast mail facilities for the 
gouth and southwest via Atlanta. Quite a 
fight is being made against continuing the 
appropriation. Strong sp2eches, however, 
in favor of continuing the fast mails were 
made by Mr. Henderson, of North Carolina, 
chairman of the committee, and by Colonel 
Livingston, who showed that all other 
appropriations made by the government 
went north and west. The north and west, 
said he, get miilions of dollars a year in 
appropriations, while some members seemed 
to begrudge the south getting an almost in- 
significant suin to promote the facilities of 
delivering mails. Colonel Livingston’s 
speech had the effect of strengthening the 
bill materially. It will probably, pass to- 
morrow. But for a tariff discussion launch- 
ed in the middle of the debate this after- 
noon by Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, and 
Colonel Tom Reed, a vote could have been 
reached this afternoon. 

Hawkinsville’s Postmaster. 

Hawkinsville is to have a new democratic 
postmaster this week. Speaker Crisp to- 
day requested the postmaster general to 
make out the papers for the president to 
nominate Mr. W. E. Burch. It will be acted 
upon immediately. Mr. Burch has been 
connected with the postoffice at Hawkins- 
ville for the past eight years, and was 
strongly endorsed for the postmaster’s place.

THE PACK WOOD MURDER R TRIALE. 


Evidence Against MeRae, One of the 
Defendants. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 10.—This was the 
eighth day of the ‘Packwood murder trial. 
The state introduced several witnesses, who 
swore that McRae, one of the defendants, 
said the day after the murder, that Miss 
Bruce fought bravely; also, that he saw 
scratches on his neck. The state will claim 
that McRae was scratched by Miss Bruce 
while she was struggling for her life and 
honor. An expert testified as to McRae’s 
shirt, which was.found at McRae’s ! ome 
and which witnesses say was bloody. The 
expert swore the shirt was blood-stained, 
but he would not swear that the spots were 
human blood. So far the state’s case aguinst 
the defendants seems to be rather weak. 
It is purely circumstantial, and the greater 
portion of the evidence is unintelligible to 
persons not thoroughly acquainted with the 
locality.

Governor Tillman Says the State wil 
Never Se3 Another. 


ALARM 18 WHOLLY UNNECESSARY

American Securities Dropped in Zavergoct! 
W henthe News ofthe Darlington 
Riot Was Received. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 10.—The Columbia {| '

tomorrow on the effects of the trouble at 
Darlington on the financial interests of 
the state. 
his views on the subject: 

“The effects on the trouble at Darlington 
on the financial interests of the state can- 
not even be estimated. The wildest ‘stuff’ 
has been sent to northern newspapers and 
the result is that a portion of the outside 


world looks upon South Carolina as a tur-- 


bulent state in which it is unsafe to invest 
any money. Bankers are complaining that 
they cannot get money from northern banks 
and it is said that northern people, who 
had subscribed to new enterprises have 
pulled out, fearing that their investments 
will be unsafe. 

*‘Members of the state administration say 
that this feeling has been brought about by 
the failure of the Columbia and Charleston 
companies to respond to the call of the 
governor. A well-posted gentleman said 
yesterday that he knows it to be a fact that 
the minute the wires flashed the news 
ovér the country that the Columbia com- 
pahies refused to answer the call of the 
governor every man with a dollar’s worth 
of money in the state, who lives outside of 
it, became frightened. Securities dropped 
way down. He said that the refusal of 
the Columbia companies, and later those in 
Charleston, gave the impression that the 
whole people were involved in insurrection 
against the laws of the state. People out- 
side, he said, cannot understand -the situa- 
tion here. They do not know that the trou- 
ble is the outcome of bitter political hatred 
and reach the conclusion that the people 
are reckless and in open resistance to the 
law. 

“A curious thing about the affair is that 
American securities dropped in Liverpool 
on the strength of the difficulties in this 
state. In some way the English people 
thought that rebellion, involving the whole 


country, had started.”’ 


A Wrong Impression. 
Governer Tillman regrets that financial 
danger appears to be in store on account oftt 


the false impressions which*havé gone abroad | 


and today he gave to the newspaper men 
the following interview which he hopes 
Will be extensively printed in the north, 
and that it may do good in removing some 
of the false impressions: 

_ “I wish to say a few things today in re- 
gard to the aspect of this insurrection on 
the business interests of the state. I desire 
ta express with all the emphasis I can. .my 
abolute belief and confidence in the assertion 
that seven-eighths of our people, without 
regard to politicians, condemn the action of 
those who brought on the trouble, and their 
sympathizers, both among the citizens and 
the militia. The responses which are com- 
ing in from all over the state and the of- 
fers of volunteers to uphold the law and 
repress disorder, make it clear that life 
and property are as safe here as they are 
any where. South Carolinians have no 
stomach for, nor will they tolerate any 
such emeutes as those at Darlington and 
Florence. 

Do Not Believe It. 

“The business centers and capital seeking 
investment will do a great injustice if they 
are led to believe that any more such South 
American attempts at revolution will be 
made. Over half of the militia has never 
been called out at all, and there would have 
been no demoralization or injurious impres- 
sion sent abroad, but for the mutiny of the 
cumpanies in this city, which is the head 
center of the political opposition which lay 
at the bottom of the insurrection. Their 
refusal gave the impulse to the militia in 
the other towns anu created a talse impres- 
sion that we were on the brink of civil war. 
Only four counties "were at all involved 
iv any riotous demonstration, Darlington, 
Florence, Sumter and Richland. 

“These reorganization of the militia, or 
rather the organization of new companies 
to take the places of those which have dis- 
graced themselves, has already taken place 
and the arms will soon be in the hands of 
faithful men, who will respond always 
promptly to the call of duty. Back of 
these is a reserve force of thousands of 
citizens’ volunteer companies already organ- 
ized and armed with shotguns ready to 
move when called on. 

,No More Danger. 

“I can, therefore, give assurance to the 
world that law and order will be maintain- 
ed in South Carolina, and I have ‘every rea- 
son to believe that there will never be an- 
other outbreak. 

‘In conclusion, it is a source of gratifica- 
tion to express publicly my thanks to the 
officers of the different railroads centering 
here for their prompt acquiesence in my 
orders, and hearty co-operation in concen- 
trating and moving the troops. They show- 
ed plainly that they had no sympathy for 
such lawless behavior and contributed in no 
small degree to the prompt suppression of 
the insurrection.” 

NO DECISION RENDERED. 


South Carolina’s Supreme Court Dis- 
appoints the Waiting Crowd. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 10.—(Special.)\—The 
supreme court played a sort of April fool 
joke today on the spectators who assembled 
to listen to an expected delivery on the dis- 
pensary law. It was quite a disappoint- 
ment, when, after asking if there were any 
motions to be made and receiving no. reply, 
Chief Justice McIver observed calmly, “the 
court will then take a recess until Saturday 
next at 11 o’clock.”’ The disappointed 
crowd could only laugh and hope that it 
was just giving the dispensary a few more 
days lease of life.

Washington, April 10.—Mr. Carlisle con- 
tinued his argument for the plaintiff in the 
Pollard-Breckinridge suit to a very small 
audience today, In addition to those whose 
business compelled them to be there, not 
more than twenty persons were in the 
courtroom, including the plaintiff and de- 
fendant. The day was very stormy and 
the courtroom dark and dismal, r‘inally, 
in his narrative—for it was more of a nar- 
mtive than an argument—Mr. Carlisle came 

b the promise of marriage made _ tefore 
Mrs. Blackburn. Mr. Carlisle quoted Mrs. 
Blackburn’s account of the first interview 
on Good Friday night, 1893, when, accord- 
ing to the witness, Colonel Breckinridge 
asked her to take charge of Miss Pollard 
as his future wife. 

‘He has not spoken one word in contra- 
diction of Mrs. Blackburn’s statement,” 
said Mr. Carlisle, “He tells you. her tes- 
timony is true.’’ 

Mr. Carlisle also referred to the letters 
that had been written by the parties in the 
case. Colonel Breckinridge swore that no 
Jetters had been exchanged between Miss 
Pollard and himself in 1886 and yet a type- 
writer testified that she had addressed en- 
velopes to Miss Pollard for the defendant 
during that year, and the plaintiff had said 
that she receivéd many letters from him. 

Mr, Carlisle laid great stress on the lit- 
tle decorated basket which befonged ‘to the 
late Mrs. Breckinridge. Miss Pollard testi- 
fied that it had been given to her by the 
defendant with the remark, ‘‘Madeline, this 
was. poor Issa’s and I want you to have 
it.”” Colonel Breckinridge denied this, and 
hinted that it had been stolen from his 
apartments by Miss Pollard, “Sometimes 
@ little thing like this proves to be the most 
important item in a case,’’ said Mr. Car- 
lisle. “‘A witness has told you that it was 
on Miss Pollard’s lap while Colonel Breck- 
inridge was sitting by her side, and it has 
Deen shown that he saw it many times and 
that fact proves thét there was a degree of 
affectionate intimacy betweén the defend- 
ant; and the plaintiff that presaged mar- 
riage.” 

,# He Promised to Marry Mer. 

Rapidly reviewing the testimony abvut the 
outward appearance of an engagement, Mr. 
Carlisle summed up the features by saying 
that theré was 4 contract of marriage be- 
tween the plaintiff and the défendant as 
was shown by the production of an imnvita- 
tion he addressed to her to attend a re- 
ception in his honor at a young l&dies’ sem- 
inary; it had been further shown by his 
visits to 1819 H street, where Miss Pollard 
was staying; by what Claude de la Roche 
Frarcis overheard between the two; ard by 
the positive, clear and explicit statement of 
Mrs. Blackburn. It was further confirmed 
by visits in May) 1893 to the plaintiff; and 
by two visits \to’the chief of police. 

“The history of this form of action,” 
said Mr. Carlisle, with emphasis, ‘‘will not 
prevent a more complete chain of evidence 
than has been presented here of a breach 
of contract of marriage.”’ 

Mr. Carlisle proceeded to score the cefend- 
ant for hypocrisy. He had been a man of 
great standing in the church, said the law- 
yer; had been a leader in the Sunday school 
and had addressed religious gatherings—and 
yet he came into court and admitted that 
in telling Mrs. Blackburn and Major Moore 
pr his engagement to the plaintiff, hehad 
ied, and that both he and the plaintiff had 
agreed to lie about the whole matter. ‘“‘He 
came here, gentlemen,”’ said Mr. Carlisle, 
“asking you to believe his unsupported 
word that there was no contract of mar- 
riage between them—his unsupported word 
against that of a reputable witness and of 
the plaintiff. He asks you to believe his 
word after he has confessed that he ar- 
ranged and acted lies concerning that en- 
gagement.”’ 

Asking for the Full Amoant. 

In conclusion, Mr. Carlisle said: ‘It has 
been shown that this man of power cnd 
influence and distinction, social and _politi- 
cal, did acquire power and influence over 
this plaintiff; that he did have an influence 
over her life; and did promise to repair the 
injury he had done. If you think this, gen- 
tlemen, you are authorized as the cuurt 
tells you in its instructions, not only to 

ve compensating damages, taking into 
Qoperation the previous relations of the 

p es and what the social advancement of 
such a marriage would have been to this 
plaintiff; but you are also authorized to give 
exemplary damages. You are allowed to 
give punitive damages, to punish the defend- 
ant as an offender against the rights of 
man, and in doing this, there is oniy one 
limit to your action, and that is, the full 
amount claimed in the declaration—$5v,0v0, 
This I ask you to give, gentlemen, in the 
name of right and justice, reason and pur- 
ity; in the name of our mothers; of our 
sisters and our brothers; and if the whole 
amount should be given, you will have done 
‘your part to put a stigma on such conduct 
‘and to effect the only reparation that can 
be asked for by his igjured plaintiff.” 

Maid Madeline Escapes. 

When Mr. Carlisle sat down, Colonel Phil 
Thompson began his opening argument 
for thedefense. He was impassioned 
from the beginning, and spoke in 
a Manner entirely different from 
the colloquial, matter-of-fact way 
in which Mr. Carlisle addressed the 
jury. Just before he began to speak, Miss 
Pollard and Miss Ellis left the courtroom. 

Colonel Thompson said he did not extenu- 
ate the fault of any man who had been 
guilty of seducing a young girl. but he did 
not think that a man should be held re- 
sponsible in a suit of this kind for having 
been intimate with a woman who was of 
ill-repute. Speaking in his high, keen vcice, 
with his pronounced southern xuccent, he 
appealed to the jury to regard the plaintirr

After further assailing the plaintif’s char- 
acter in most scathing ‘terms, Colonel 
Thompson brought up the subject of «he let- 
ter dated July 20, 1854, which the plaintiff 
said she did not write to Colonel Breckin- 
ridge. 

“If she wrote that letter,’’ he said, “her 
case is gone, and she can have no credit 
before an intelligent jury. She says in this 
letter: ‘What I have. to tell you, is worse 
than a divorce case!’ That’s a self-accusa- 
tion of guilt with #$Rhodes—that's 
why she tried to keep out 
this letter—that’s why she said 
she did not write it. She did not wrfite it, 
‘and I'll stake this whole case on that let- 
ter.’’ 

“Here she was,’’ said Colonel Thompson 
a little latef on, “robbing and deceiving 
old man Rodes. She admitted’ on the stand: 
‘l am engaged to Rozell; I’m. Colonel 
Breckinridge’s mistress and I’m milking 
Rodes for my tuition and*my schooling at 
one and the same time.’ She was deceiving 
right and left, and bleeding an old, hard- 
working, industrious man. Talk about Mol- 
lie Shinglebauer after that. Why, Mollie 
Shinglebauer never painted herself as black 
as that. Now, this woman, this adven- 
turess, this money hunter, wanton and 
bawd, comes here, with the plea of being 
an innocent girl before she met Colonel 
Breckinridge.”’ 

Judge Bradley Shocked. 

Here Colonel Thompson working himself 
up to a pitch of even greater excitement 
than had marked his impassioned address 
hitherto, exclaimed: 

“My God, what a spectacle! 

Judge Bradley promptly interposed, say- 
ing: ‘‘Now, Mr. Thompson, you must not 
make such expressions as that.’’ 

“What's that?’ asked Colonel Thompson. 

On the court repeating the irrevelent re- 
mark which had just fallen from his lips, 
Colonel Thompson apologized and promised 
to keep within the bounds of decorum in 
future. 

Colonel Thompson started his argument 
at the afternoon session With the promise 
that he. would show that there was no con- 
tract in marriage between the plaintiff and 
the defendant, and that even if there had 
been a contract the defendant had the right 
to: break it on account of the conduct of 
the. plaintiff. 

“Was ever a man in the power of an un- 
scrupulous woman ridden so roughshod as 
Colonel Breckiniridge has been by this wo- 
man ?’’ 

The discrepancies between the testimony 
of the plaintiff and the sisters of charity 
at Norwood foundling asylum were told by 
Colonel Thompson, who said he would be 
willing to rest this case on the testimony 
of these sisters against that of the women 
who said she had dedicated her life to the 
defendant. Unless the jury believed these 
noble women who had dedicated their lives 
to God—ah, that was a dedication!—then 
they must place Sister Agnes Regina and 
Sister Augustine in the category of per- 
jury in which the plaintiff had placed Ro- 
zell and Julian and Brandt and the rest. 
So, too, Sister Cecilia who had been brought 
all the way from Pueblo, Col., by the de- 
fense, said she does not recognize the plain- 
tiff as a woman who had been at Norwood. 
And there is Dr. Belle Buchanan in the 
crowd,” said Colonel Thompson, referring 
to the witness who said she had attended 
Miss Pollard after confinement in 1835. “I 
have not got a very good opinion of these 
female doctors.”’ 

Colonel Thompson said he had looked up 
the meaning of the word “Pollard” in the 
dictionary and he found that it meant “a 
small counterfeit coin; another definition 
Was a petty thief.’’ “‘Well,”” he added, “‘I 
did not know how in the world names 
should run so close in connection with 


character.” 
Thompson Is Too Gay. 


Colonel Thompson embellished speech 
with numerous Kentucky anecdotes and did 
not mince words or phrases in his unspar- 
ing denunciation of the plaintiff's charac- 
ter, “prostitute” being one of the terms 
most frequently applied. 

Miss Pollard as “‘this beautiful and gentle 
plaintiff,” Colonel Thompson came to the 
testimony of Mrs. Blackbur in which he 
said she had confused several conversations, 
a natural thing in an old lady. “I like Mrs.

New York, April 9,—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—-The Rev. Dr. Thomas Dixon 
continues. his political sermons. Yesterday 
his subject was “The War in South Caro- 
lina.’”’ He said: 

The law of South Carolina promises to 
give the death-blow to the saloon. Know- 
ing this, the liquor men, not only of that 
state, but of New York as well, are arrayed 
in deadly opposition to a fearless, just and 
honest governor, who is seeking to perform 
his duty to the people. Naturally we hear 
the same old twaddle about invading the 
private rights of citizens. If we admit the 
right ofa man to debauch and corrupt his 
fellow- -men, to ruin homes and scatter fam- 
ilies, then private rights have been invaded 
in South Carolina, and Governor Tillman has 
been the leader of the invaders. we 
deny this right, Governor Tillman has doné 
his duty fearlessly and well, and praise and 
credit are due him.” 

. Dr. Dixon is from North Carolina, and 
his plea for Governor Tillman has made a 
profound impression in this city, where the 
South Carolina governor's methods have 
been severely criticised. 

It Leads to Crime. 

The following advertisément appeared in 
a city paper, the other day: ‘‘Bookkeeper— 
Wanted, assistant bookkeeper and for gen- 
eral office work, not over twenty-five years; 
must speak and write. French and English 
fluently; good penman and accurate figur- 
er; best city references required; salary $7 
a week. Apply —— & Co., — Mercer street.” 

Seven dollars a week for a first-class 
bookkeeper and office man who speaks and 
writes English and French is a beggarly 
salary. The advertisers, whoever they are, 
will probably employ some bright young 
fellow who will finally get discouraged and 
desperate, and then he will try to get even 
with his masters by pocketing their funds 
and running away. 

The employers who pay decent wages 
get the mcst faithful service and have less 
trouble then any other class. As a rule, 
the firms that suffer from defalcations pay 
Starvation wages, and in the end they are 
the losers. 

Where Is Chattanooga? 

Editor Cockerill, of The Morning Adver- 
tiser, is very much interested in the gu- 
bernatorial campaign down in Georgia. He 
is under the mistaken impression that Gen- 
eral Evans and his friends have revived the 
old war issues. Among other things, he 
says: 

“There is an old officer of a ‘nigger’ regi- 
ment editing a democratic newspaper, we 
believe, in Chattanooga. If he is support- 
ing the fiery Evans for Governor he is all 


right. If not, his days are numbered, we 
presume.”’ 

Editor Cockerill should glance at his map. 
General Evans is not trying to carry Chat- 
tanooga. If the advices received here are 
to be relied on, the general has Georgia 
solidly at his back, and that is enough for 
him. If the Tennessee editors favor his can- 
didacy he will doubtless appreciate their 
good will, but it is not likely that his cam- 
paign will extend beyond the borders of 
his state.

gia town. 
A Cruel Law. 

“You are liable to imprisonment for one 
year and a fine of $1,000 for feeding those 
birds,”” remarked a bystander to a man 
who was throwing crumbs to a flock of 
sparrows im an twp-town street one day 
when the ground was covered with snow. 
As harsh as it may seem, perhaps, that is 
the law of this state as it stands today. 
It is not only a mindemeanor intentionally 
to feed these visitors, who wore out their 
welcome so soon, but it is jast as great 
offense against the law to put up bird 
houses in trees or other places for them. It 
reads: 

“The English or European sparrow is not 
included among the birds protected by this 
act, and it shall be a misdemeanor to inten- 
tionally give food or shelter to the same.” 

Over on Twenty-third street, between 
Ninth and Tenth avenues, there is a row of 
houses known as “London terrace.” They 
are well back from the street and there are 
trees in front of all of them. In a number 
of these trees, near Ninth avenue, are bird- 
houses for the benefit of the innumerable 
sparrows which frequent the trees. Wheth- 
er they were put up for that purpose or 
not, the sparrows certainly use them, and 
if the law had any vitality whatever it 
would seem that it might be invoked to 
punish the owners of these trees.

They would have had no tolera- 
tion for a millionaire who sheltered him- 
self behind the body of a poor clerk to es- 
cape a bomb, and then refused to compen- 
sate the man for the injuries he sustained 
while he was being used as a human 
shield.

The yankee sport of ‘going down belly- 
bumps’ is never indulged in by girls, except 
those of very tender years. It is essentially 
@ masculine form of the coasting pastime, 
and we feel confident that none but the 
very smallest of the girls of the Holland 
Reformed church have accompanied her 
pastor in his alleged carryings-on as a bel- 
ly-whopper. It certainly would be an un- 
heard-of impropriety for the young ladies 
of any church to go downhill, either with 
or without their pastor, sprawled out, face 
downward, on their sleds and kicking out 
wildly behind with their lower limbs for the 
purpose of steering. We have no doubt 
such a thing has never happened. The bi- 
cycling charge may be true; it seems, in- 
deed, to be confessed. But the charge of 
*“‘belly-whopping with the girls’’ is, we are 
satisfied, a belly-whopper. 

It is certainly getting to be a hard world 
for the clergyman to live in—that is, if he 
wants any fun at all. While the Holland 
church brethren are putting bicycling and 
belly-whopping among the forbidden fruits 
of the pastor, Bishop Vincent declares that 
no man is fit to be a Methodist minister 
who énjoys a cigar, and that no clergyman 
seen on the streets between the hours of 
3:30 o’clock a. m. and 1 o’clock p. m., un- 
less at a funeral, is above suspicion of sin, 

t this rate, the ministers will soon become 
superlatively good—‘‘too good to be true.”’ 


THE INDUSTRIAL ARMIDS. 


Utah Authorities Trying to Force the 
Men Back to the Pacific. 

Ogden, Utah, April 10.—Judges Miner and 
Merritt have signed a mandatory re- 
straining order on the Southern Pacific 
railroad, restraining it from keeping or 
allowing the industrial army brought by 
said railroad company “unlawfully into said 
territory” and ordering them all back into 
the box cars, or from keeping any portion 
of the army in the cars any. longer in the 
territory than is absolutely necessary to 


carry them away. 

This means that the Southern Paciflic 
must immediately carry the army back 
from whence it came. 

The men are determined not to reurn 
to the Pacific coast, and threaten desperate 
things if an attempt is made to force them 
back. United States Marshal Bingham has 
sworn in a large body of deputies to exe- 
cute the order of the court. He found no 
difficulty in securing alfthe men he wanted. 
The Southern Pacific refused to ebey the 
order of the court, but Governor West gave 
the company the option of somplying or 
having the order executed by force. The 
‘industrial army” is surrounded by militia 
and deputies. Therc is much sickness and 
suffering among the men. One died last 
night. The mayor has sécured a carloai of 
provisions for their return trip. There are 
1,200 men in the party. A vote was taken 
and with one dissenting voice they determ- 
ined not to return to California, but to go 
east if they have to walk. Another de- 
tachment of the army bound east was or- 
dered to leave Reno, Nev., today, wnder 
penalty of arrest. The army in all its 
branches is undergoing great hardships. 

Frye in Illinois. 

Highland, ill., April 10.—General Frye's 
industrial army, three hundred in number, 
reached this place last evening, walking 
on the railroad track, They camped a mile 
east of this city. The city has sent a wagon 
load of provisions to the camp. | : 

Coxey Snow-Bound. 

Uniontown, Pa., April 10.—Coxey’s army is 
stormbound today, but is in comfortable 
quarters. The day was tpent in securing 
provisions for the journey over the mount- 
ain section of the road. About a ton was 
obtained. The next stage cf the march is 
lecked forward to with many forebodings. 
The men think the worst of their troubles 
is to come.

THE ALBANY CLEVELANDITES WORSTED 


Jersey Town@ Fall Over One Another in 
the Rush ‘or the Republican Side. 
. Losses in California, Too. 


Albany, N. Y., April 10.-Th2 municipal 
elecion today resulted in the compicte 
overthrow of the old Cleveland democratic 
organization, Oren E, Wilson, a republican, 
the candidate of the honest elections party 
-2 fusion of the new democratic organiza- 
tion and the republicans—being elected may- 
c> over James Rooney by an estimated 
majority of 3,400 votes. The honest elec- 
tions party also elects a good working ma- 
jority of the board of aldermen and super- 
visors. Both these boards have been demo- 
cratic for years. 

The contest passed off quietly, except in 
the seventh ward, where there was more or 
less trouble all day owing to the efforts 
of Leader Roark, of the old democratic or- 
ganization, to run in repeaters. Several 
arrests were made and Roark was also 
taken in custody. Lasc fall the democratic 
majority for the state ticket in Albany was 
abcut five thousand, while James H. Man- 
ning, the present democratic mayor of Al- 
bany, was elected two years ago by a ma- 
jority of nearly six thousand. Not only is 
Mr. Wilson elected mayor, but also the mi- 
nor candidates on the honest elections 
ticket. 

Republicans Sweep New Jersey. 

Trenton, N. J., April 10.—Elections were 
held in the cities of New Jersey today. In 
this city the republicans made a complete 
sweep, carrying the board of aldermen 
and all the city offices. The remarkable 
feature of the election was the lightness 
of the total vote and the heavy republi- 
ean majorities. Nearly all the unemployed 
in the city voted the republican ticket. 

In Newark the republicans were also suc- 
cessful. Lebkeucher, republican for mayor, 
is elected by four ‘thousand majority. in 
Lambertville the entire republican ticket 
was elected. 

In Jersey City the republicans have won 
a greater victory than they did two years 
ago when they elected Mayor Wanser. His 
majority was 3,500, while the completed re- 
turns for the different districts today give 
4,759. The republicans elect five out of 
six aldermen. The democrats carried the 
second, the “Horseshoe’’ district, by only 
thirty votes, their usual majority being from 
a thousand to twelve hundred. 

In Paterson the democrats made some 
gains, while in New Brunswick the result 
was about even, the- democrats electing 
three aldermen and the republicans three. 

In Elizabeth the republicans elected Ran- 
kin mayor by an increased majority. 

At Rahway mixed results prevailed. In 
Orange the republicans made a clean sweep, 
electing every candidate. John Gill was 
elected mayor by 794 majority, against 347 
majority given Fell, democratic, two years 
ago. 

In East Orange the republicans made a 
clean sweep. 

In Camden the republicars won a com- 
plete victory, electing their ticket by in- 
creased majorities. 

At Gloucester the democratic ticket, head- 
ed by John Boaston for mayor, won by 500 
majority. At the last assembly election the 
democratic majority was 1,500.

A colloquy ensued between 
the speaker and Mr. Reed upon the qves- 
tion of order, the former being ofthe opin- 
ion that the matter was merely unfinished 
business, the previous question not hav- 
ing been ordered, and that it would not 
come up of itself until after the regylar 
morning business had been disposed of. 

The speaker ruled that the matter could 
come up only when called for. Thereupon 
Mr. Reed asked that it be considered, 

Mr. Springer said he would withdraw the 
motion to dicharge the order of arrest is- 
sued to the sergeant-at-arms on March 
26th. 

Mr. Reed made the point that it could not 
be withdrawn at this period. This led to 
another colloquy between the speaker and 
Mr. Reed as to the order of procedure in 
this case. 

The matter, by consent, went over un- 
til tomorrow, in order to Bive the speaker 
an.opportunity to examine the question. 

Senate amendment to the house bill au- 
thorizing the St. Louis and Birmingham 
Railroad Company to bridge the Tennessee 
river was concurred in. 

Committee of the Whole. 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole on the postoffice appropriation 
bill, the pending question being the amend- 
ment prohibiting the postmaster general 
from having the postage stamps printed at 
the bureau of engraving and printing. 

The point of order made against the 
amendment. by Mr. Henderson, of North 
Carolina, chairman of the committee report- 
ing the bill, was argued at length. 

Chairman Hatcl sustained the point of 


order, and the amendment was ruled out. 


Mr. Dunphy, of New York, tried to reach 
the same end by an amendment prohibiting 
any bureau of the government from doing 
the work, but it was also ruled out of 
order. : 

The amendment offered by Mr. Hender- 
son reducing from $243,000 to $163,000 the ap- 
propriation for printing postage stamps 
upon the strength of the proposition made 
by the superintendent of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing, was agreed. to. 

Mr. Wheeler,. of Alabama, offered an 
amendment extending the limits of special 
delivery letters to three miles from the 
office to which they are addressed, at an 
additional expense of 10 cents a mile. 

On moti6én of Mr. Henderson, an addition- 
al section was added to the bill requiring 
publications of books in serial parts, novels 
issued periodically, etc., bound or unbound, 
to pay postage at third-class rates for trans- 
mission through the mails. 

The amendment was the text of the bill 
recommended by the postmaster general, 
and unanimously recommended by the com- 
mittee on postoffice and postroads. 

For Fast Southern Mail. 

The discussion then recurred to the par- 
agraph of the bill appropriating $196,000 a 
year for special mail facilities on the lines 
from Springfield, Mass., to Atlanta, Ga., 
and New Orleans. 

Mr. Kyle, a member of the committee, 
moved to strike out the item. 

It was defended by Mr. Henderson, in 
charge. of the bill. A laugh was raised by 
Mr, Wilson, of Washington, who asked 
whether or not this appropriation was a 
subsidy. 

Mr. Henderson thought not; “‘but if it be 
a subsidy,’ he asked, “why do you want to 
strike out this Httle bit of an appropriation 
and deprive the southern part of the coun- 
try of these special mail facilities?’’ 

Wilson disclaimed any such purpose, but 
said he wanted to get a subsidy for a road 
out in his section of the country. 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, advocated 
the appropriation contained in the bill. He 
said there were 150 democratic votes in the 
states traversed by the line receiving the 
suhsidy. “If the democratic party,” he 
said, ‘‘is to be of any benefit to the country, 
I think it should pay some respect to the 
necessities and desires of that section of 
the country.”’ 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine—Is the appropria- 
tion to be made for election purposes? 

Messrs. Gear and Dolliver, republicans, 
of lowa, urged the retention of the appro- 
priation as something that the south needs, 
deprecating the adoption of a policy which 
would abolish fast mail facilities, 

The committee then rose, and, at 5 o’clock, 
the house adjourned until tomorrow.

BEHRING SEA PROCLAMATION 


Issued by the President—Copies Sent 
to Naval Commanders. 
Washington, April 10.—The president's 
Behring sea proclamation was issued this 
morning. It bears date of April 9th, and, 
after reciting the act of congress, declares 
that it is “proclaimed to the end that its 
provisions may be known and observed. 
And I thereby proclaim that every person 
guilty of a violation of the provisions of 
said act will be arrested and punished as 
trerein provided, and all vessels so em- 
ployed, ¢heir ‘tackie, apparel, furniture 

and cargo will be seized and forfeited.” 
Copies of the president’s proclamation 


were sent today to the naval commanders | 


of the seal patrol, to oollectdrs of Pacific 


ports and to other officers who may be! 


able to give them publicity. The sailing 
Orders of the fleet and the instructions To 
the commanders to govern them in mak- 
ing seizures are almost complete, but 
they will not be made public. 

The proclamation of today does not differ 
in principles from that issued last year, al- 
though it recites the provisions of the act 
of congress and the findings of the arbitra- 
tion instead of the modus vivendi. The 
debate in parliament yesterday upon the 
seal bill has attracted much attention here 
and the officials are by no means prepared 
to admit the correctness of the English 
statement that they hav® misunderstood 
the provision of the bill relative to Cana- 
dian sealing vessels that clear before the 
act is promulgated. 

It is fully understood that these vessels 
may be seized if tound sailing, Dut it is 
conten@ed that such seizures would be of 
littie avail when the masters Knew in ad- 
vance that they would be released by the 
Canadian courts as soon as they returned 
to port. The chances of picking up one 
of these vessels, deliberately trying to 
eVade the law and to keep out of the reach 
of navul vessels, in so vast a body of water 
and the north Pacific is so small as to war- 
rant the assumption that nearly all of them 
will succeed in taking valuable cargoes 
of sealskins and in greatly depleting the 
herds before they can be seized and re- 
leased. 

What is desired by our government is a 
provision in the English law that will deter 
the poachers by the threai of the ioss of 
their vessels and cargoes if they violated 
the law with deliberate intent ‘he pros- 
pect of getting a free tow to a home port 
after captuying all the seals desired is not 
believed to Barry dread to the poachers.

Trastees of Wesleyan Have a Line Out 
for Emory’s President. 


MAYOR HENRY HORNE AND HIS VETO 


Mr. Wright, of England, Lectures Against 
Hypnotism— Tom Watson Will 
Have a Large Audience, 


Macon, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—A strong 
effort will be made by certain of the trus- 
tees of Wesleyan Female college and friends 
generally of the institution to elect Presi- 
dent Warren D. Candler, of Emory college 
to the presidency of Wesleyan, and prevail 
upon Dr. Candler to accept the position. If 
Dr. Candler is willing to leave Emory and 
come to Wesleyan many think there will 
be no doubt of his election as the head of 
the latter institution. As president of Wes- 
leyan he would have a broad field fer use- 
fulness and from_a financial «standpoint 
there is no comparison between the presi- 
dency of Emory and Wesleyan. If your 
correspondent is not misinformed Dr. Can- 
dier receives $1,500 per annum as president 
of Emory. As president of Wesleyan he 
would receive much more than that sum, 
not in salary as president, but in revenue 
as lessee. The board of trustees, at their 
recent meeting in Macon, decided to con- 
tinue the lease system. Therefore, whoev- 
er is elected president will also be lessee. 
No salary is paid the president, but the 
lessee pays $2,000 per annum to the trus- 
tees for the lease, and the lessee receives 
all the revenues arising from tuition and 
boarpd of the pup ls. Out of this revenue he 
pays all expenses of supplies and salaries 
of the faculty, etc. The general opinion is 
that for years the lessee or lessees have 
made a handsome profit. The late Dr. 
Cosby W. Smith and President W. C. Bass 
were joint lessees, and when Dr. Smith died 
President Bass became sole lessee. There 
are certain pupils that are instructed at the 
coliege free. President Bass has educated 
and boarded many a poor and deserving 
girl. His philanthropic work in this par- 
ticular has been very great, and he has 
been happy in the reward of seeing his ben- 
eficiaries become useful and Christian wo- 
men, ornamenting society, beautifying home 
and blessing the,church and humanity. 

If Dr. Candler should come to Wesleyan 
who would be elected president of Emory? 

The Mayor's Veto. . 

The city council met in regular weekly 
session tonight, T. J. Carling presiding. The 
most important matter was a long but in- 
teresting communication from Mayor Horne 
on the water question. At the meeting of 
the city council last Tuesday night the 
council voted for an election to be held for 
the people to decide whether the city should 
buy the plant of the Macon Gas Light 
and Water Company at $550,000, the price 
fixed by arbitration. The water company 
had petitioned the council to order an 
election under the law of 1891, passed by 
the legislature, and the council granted the 
petition. In the mayor’s communication 
tonight he vetoes this action of ‘the council. 
He is very elaborate in presenting his side 
of the matter. . 

Mayor Horne took the position in his veto 
- that the city has no legal or constitutional 
right to issue bonds to the amount of $560,< 
000 with which to buy the ‘ waterworks, 
for the city cannot constitutionally issue 
more than $219,000 more of bonds in addi- 
tion to her present bonded indebtedness of 
$565,800 and the $125,000 of bonds that are to 
be expended on sewers. On the taxable val- 
uation of property from this year at 7 
per cent which the law allows, the total 
amount of bonds that the city can legally 
issue is between nine hundred thousand and 
one million dollars. The city council has 
refused to’ accept, the arbitrated price of 
$550,000 for the water plant and for these 
and other reasons the mayor holds that the 
water company has no right to demand 
an election. The mayor’s veto was not act- 
ed on by the council tonight, for prior to 
its reading the council had agreed on mo- 
tion of Alderman Findlay to reconsider its 
action of last Tuesday night in granting the 
petition of the water company to order an 
election. 

The entire matter, with the mayor’s veto, 
was referred back to the water committee 
for further consideration. 

The city tax assessor submitted’ a com- 
munication to the council that they would 
not be ready to make the full report until 
next Tuesday night. They estimate that 
the total taxable valuation will be about 
$13,450,000 for 1894, which will be more than 
two million dollars less..than: last year. 
This decrease is due very largely to shrik- 
age in personal property and to the striking 
off from the books,this year of values that 
are exempt from taxation, but which ap- 
peared in the returns last year. Real estate 
has held its own.

He was a small man, had sandy hair, 
turning gray.

ATHENS COUNCILMEN SCRAP. 


Messrs. Goodloe Yancey and W. H. 
Welch Come to Blows. 

Athens, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Tonight 
at 7:30 o’clock two of Athens’ councilmen 
and most prominent citizens, Captain W. 
H. Welch and Mr. Goodloe Yancey, engaged 
in a fisticuff in front of the city hall. The 
fight did not last long as the mayor and en- 
tire staff of tity law makers were on the 
scene. Council had just adjourned and the 
members interferred before serious damage 
was done. The encounter was the outcome 
of a debate between the gentlemen at the 
council meeting. The extension of the 
sewer system up Milledge avenue was the 
subject under dispute. Mr. Yancey eaynest- 
ly advocated the adoption of the report of 
the committee on several sewers asking 
the council for an appropriation to invest 
in more sewers. Mr. T. P. Vincent, chair+ 
man of the finance committee, stated that 
the city could not afford it, and that to 
grant this appropriation would necessitate 
resumption of specific taxes. He stated that 
this was the opinion of the finance commit- 
tee. Councilman Yancey said that the 
health of the city demanded it. “The 
finance committee says we cannot do this. 
We can doit without the finance committee 
concurring. The chairman of the lights 
committee—Vincent—wants to borrow mon- 
ey to carry out a pet scheme of his commit- 
tee. Why can’t he borrow money for the 
sewers? Our city is well lighted, under the 
present arrangement. We need better 
wi hoheg more than owning an electric light 

ant.’’ 
ae this point Alderman Welch, of the 
finance committee, arose and said the re- 
flections of Alderman Yancey were uncall- 
ed for, and the personal attacks were un- 
just. Yancey defied him to name one re- 
flection he had made upon any member of 
the finance committee and said that it was 
the galled jade that winced. 

The debate continued between Yancey, 
Vincent and Welch. Alderman Welch said 
a sneering illusion had been made to a pet 
scheme of the light committee. “It was all 
understood,’’ he said, ‘‘and the gentleman 
was far from the truth in saying he had 
any pet scheme on hand.” 

Yancey jumped up and said he allowed 
no one to say that he didn’t*‘speak the 
truth and resented the remark. Welch said 
no greater reflection could be made. 

Yancey replied: ‘I disclaim any personal] 
allusion. It is not necessary for me to say 
this to other members of the committee. 
They know me. I simply criticised the 
committee as I had a right to do. One gen- 
tleman has seen fit not to accept my state- 
ment. The remarks I now make are ad- 
aressed to the other members.”’ And the 
debate went on. 

Immediately after adjournment Yancey 
approached Welch and asked if he meant 
to say he had falsified anything. Welch 
replied that he had merely denied that he 
had any pet scheme to push through and 
that man who said so was far from stating 
the truth. Yancey. said he had called no 
names, but referred to the light committee. 
Welch replied that he only stated that any 
reference to the pet scheme of his was 
untrue. 

Yancey—Do you mean to say my state- 
ment in regard to light committee was 
false? 

Welch—I do. 

And then the blows fell thick and fast. 
A crowd rushed in and separated the com- 
batants. Mutual friends soon made it up 
satisfactory between the councilmen and 
they shook hands in peace.

A Baltimore Clergyman Preaches For- 
giveness and Charity. 
Washington, April 10.—(Special.)—The 
Pollard-Brecxinridge suit was the subject 
of a sermon in Baltimore Sunday by Rev. 
D. B. Griggs, of the Twelfth Presbyterian 
church. His subject as announced was 
‘Stones Thrown from Glass Houses—a 

Presbyterian Colonel now a Target.” 

The sermon created a sensation. 

Among other things he said: 

“The attention of our country has recent- 
ly been called to a criminal trial in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Because of the social 
standing of the plaintiff and defendant 
this case has gained wide notoriety. 

“The plaintiff by testimony has _ been 
proved to be a woman of rare mind and 
brilliant parts, ambitious, courageous, a 
lover of nature, and no* doubt a lover of. 
God, but today she stands before the worid 
as a bird with a broken wing. 

“Now, the question is, what treatment 
does Christianity prescribe for the plaintiff 
in this case? If we follow the example of 
those Pharisees who brought the sinful 
women to Christ we will advocate the ston- 


ing of her to death, but if we follow the ex-« 


ample of our Master there shall be no 
stones thrown at her who has stumbled 
and fallen in the race of life, but rather 
compassion and pity in the spirit of sympa- 
thy and helpfulness. 

“Christianity does not apologize for her 
offenses and does not seek to hold the trans- 
gressor from punishment. The author of 
Christianity is a God of law and order, and 


«has decreed that all sin must be punished 


in the sinner in the divine Substitute; yet, 
nevertheless, the charity prescribed in the 
Gospel of Christ forbids society and the 
church branding this young woman as an 
outcast with every door closed against her. 

“The same Christ who said to the sinful 
woman, ‘Go and sin no more,’ can say to 
this plaintiff, ‘Arise and go hence to new- 
ness of life.’ 


Is Society Better? 


“T ask by what right can nineteenth cen- 
tury society say to this young woman, ‘You 
are hopelessly infamous and shall not re- 
turn to us.’ Is society absolutely innocent 
of the sins confessed by the plaintiff? Has 
it strenuously opposed the agencies and in- 
fluences which would make a bird with a 
broken wing a possibility? If not, why 
should it throw stones from glass houses? 

‘‘The defendant in the case is a man of 
mature yvears, born of honored ancestors, 
reared in an atmosphere of piety, kin to the 
most famous preacher of his day, a repre- 
sentative of a district in a state whose 
gallant defense of womanhood is known 
everywhere, a child of a Presbyterian, an 
honored citizen of this land, but today a 
fallen idol, an uncrowned hero, a ruined 
man, suffering, by his own confession, ‘hell 
on earth.’ 

“Let no apologies be offered for his felo- 
nioug deed. It was a crime against moral 
law, decency and marital fidelitv. Let no 
man offer an excuse for this blight on the 
American home, American womanhood, 
manhood and the law of Ged. It was 
wrong, and no amount of Edenic confes- 
sions—‘the woman beguiled me’—can make 
it right. 

“What sentence wi: Christendom pass 
upon:this fallen man? Shall it banish him 
in exile, brand him as a colossal hvpocrite 
and spew him out of her courts, discharge 
him like the galley slave in Victor Hugo’s 
‘Miserables?’ 

“T emphatically answer no, if we take 
Christ as our model. Though fallen, he 
may vet rise. He is a man of dual nature. 
and, in my indement. by far the most of 
him is Dr. Jekyll, and a much grander and 
wholesouled Dr. Jekvll than’ Robert Louis 
Stevenson ever conceived. 

“This scandal is but the Mr. Hyde side 
in public print. Is there any reason, then, 
why this defendant may not, by God’s 
grace, penitence and praver rise up in 
Samsonian strength and. drive Mr. Hvde to 
the wall? This is a great gospel intended 
for great sinners. There is hope for the 
chief of prodivals. and yet this man, tried 
by God’s standard. mav not be more crim- 
inal than thousands today who pass in so0- 
ciety with unblemished reputations.”’ 


HE WAS A HIGH ROLLER. 


Death of the Marquis of Ailesbury, 
Who Led a Dissolute Life. 


London, April 10.—The marquis of Ailes- 
bury died last night at the house of a 
friend in London. He was in apparent 
good health yesterday and up to the time 
he retired for the night. He was taken 
sick during the night and died this morn- 
ing of heart disease. He became notorious 
upwards of ten years ago. He was then 
known as Viscount Savernake, which was 
the second title of his father, then marquis 
of Ailesbury. The viscount’s claims to no- 


toriety were firmly based upon dissolute j 


habits and recklessness in the matter of 
spending money, in both of which respects 
he excelled. He.-was a frequenter of mu- 
sic halls. sporting resorts, etc., and in May, 
1884, married a singer in a Brighton “nusic 
hall known as Dolly Tester. Though the 
lady had not previously been a wife, her 
marriage to Lord Savernake made him 
stepfather to several children. Since his 
succession to the peerage in 1886 the marquis 
of Ailesbury succeeded in impoverishing 
the vast Savernake estates, denuding acres 
of the famous Savernake forest of its finest 
trees and rolling up his indebtedness to 
the amount of about $1,250,000. Since 1sv, 
the marquis has been engaged with varying 
success in staving off bankruptcy procecd- 
ings, but it is probable that he would have 
been adjudged a bankrupt within a month. 
He never took his seat in the house of 
lords. His estates were entailed and the 
money lenders lose heavily by his death. 


GOLD “SWEATERS” ARRESTED. 


Secret Service Men Make an Important 

Capture. 

Washington, April 10.—The secret service 
division of the treasury department regards 
the arrest last night at Baltimore of James 
L. Wilcox and wife, on a charge of “sweat- 
ing”’ gold coin, as a very important capture. 
Wilcox, the secret service people say, was 
the head of a gang of “‘sweaters’”’ who have 
been operating from Denver, Col., east. 
Other members of the gang have been &ar- 
rested in Chicago and other western points, 
but the evidence up to this time has not 
been specific enough to held them. On the 
premises occupied by Wilcox were found 
$500 worth of gold dust and lathes, etc., 
used in the work of “sweating” or abrading 
twenty and ten-dollar gold pieces. 

The secret service people further estimate 
that $2,000 of light gold coin is in circula- 
tion in Baltimore alone as the result of 
the work of Wilcox, and his track from 
Denver east is strewn with light gold coin. 

Wilcox kept accounts in two of the Bal- 
timore banks. From these he would draw 
two to four hundred dollars at a time in 
gold tens and twenties, depositing paper 
money. This circumstance attracted the 
attention of the bank officers and they put 
the secret service men on the scent. There 
is no doubt of the identity of the man. 


Retirement of Rear Admiral Benham. 

Washington, April 10.—At midnight Rear 
Admiral A. E. K. Benham becomes a retir- 
ed officer and Commodore Francis M. Ram- 
sey is promoted to the vacancy. Admira] 
Benham formally hauled down his flag on 
leaving the San Francisco at Curacoa, sev- 
eral days ago, aad is now understood to be 
on a merchant steamer approaching New 
York, where he should arrive before the 
end of this week. A movement is on foot 
to give him a hearty welcome on his re- 
turn, in recognition of his firm position in 
behalf of American interests at Rio, his 
course virtually having destroyed the biock- 
ade at that port.

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The Position of Senator Hill. 
When we take into consideration all 


the cireumstances—all the events that 
have occurrred since the democratic con- 
vention of 1892, the position of Senator 
David B. Hill, of New York, is not amaz- 
ing. 

Those who have watched these events 
and interpreted them as democrats can- 
not feel any,great surprise at the atti- 
tude of the New York senator as outlined 
in his speech on the tariff bill. He is 
simply in the procession of eastern dem- 
ocrats who are marching away from the 
democratic platform. He has succumbed 
to precisely the same influences that 
have driven the administration to re- 
pudiate a vital pledge of the platform. 

It has been whispered and hinted 
around that Mr. Hill is opposed to the 
administration, and some of the cuckoos 
have declared .that he ought to be 
hanged, drawn and quartered for his te- 
merity. But the cuckoos cyied out be- 
fore the clock struck. The same influ- 
ences that dominate Mr. Cleveland have 
brought Mr. Hill to his knees. The 
money power of the east has succeeded 
in turning both away from the interests 
of the people and the pledges of the plat- 
form. , 

It is true there has been a sharp con- 


test between Senator Hill and the ad- | 


ministration, byt it was and is purely a 
contest over the patronage—a dispute 
about the spoils. The people are not in- 
terested in a conflict so selfish and con- 
temptible. They are interested in the es- 
sence of democratic doctrine, and while 
they would like to see the federal pat- 
ronage distributed to those who have 
earned recognition, they are not inter- 
ested in any faction squabble over the 
offices. 

The trouble with Mr. Hill, as with Mr. 
Cleveland, is that he is an eastern dem- 
ocrat, and his environments have so be- 
clouded his intelligence and his patriot- 
ism that he has come to the conclusion 
that the party has no interests at stake, 
excent the selfish ohes that influence the 
bondholders and money lenders of that 
section. This may be shrewd politics 
from Mr. Hill’s point of view, but it is 
not democracy. 

Mr. Hill approves the unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. So does Mr. Cleveland. 
Why? Not because the democratic plat- 
form demands it—for it does not—but be- 
cause the bondholders and the money 
lenders of the east desired to see the sin- 
gle gold standard established here and 
the treasury made subservient to their 
connections in Europe. Mr. Hill is op- 
posed to a tax on individual incomes. 
So is Mr. Cleveland. Why? Not because 
such a tax is not just and fair, but be- 
cause the rich bosses of the east do not 
want to pay it—because they are not 
ready to pay their part of the burdens of 
taxation in proportion to their holdings. 

On one occasion Mr. Hill gave extraor- 
dinary significance to the simple decla- 
ration, “I am a democrat.” The declara- 
tion was taken up by the newspapers and 
the people and developed into a cam- 
paign cry. But the phrase loses its sig- 
nificance altogether and becomes empti- 
ness itself when the man that utters it 
deserts his party, as Mr. Cleveland has 
done on the money question, to carry 
out the interests of the plutocrats. 

The Constitution wears no man’s col- 
lar. Its hands are unfettered. Personal 
considerations have no weight with us 
where democratic principles are in- 
volved. So far as we are concerned, the 
patronage heelers and the cuckoos shall 
have a monopoly of the contemptible 
business of fishing for excuses and in- 
venting explanations for those who have 
deliberately repudiated the democratic 
platform. They have their patronage ob- 
ligations to pay, and they must do it, 
even if they find it necessary to sacrifice 

the people. 

The roots of the tree of democracy 
strike deep in the soil. Storms and tem- 
pests do not move them and the floods 
do not shake them. Though the branches 
may wither—though the treé itself be 
riven—the roots still flourish, and from 
their strength send forth new sprouts 
and shoots as emblems of the people’s 
hopes. These principles. are not. only 
more important than any man—they are 
more important than generations of men.

Stand by the Income Tax!. 
The democrats in the house have made 
& gallant and a successful fight for the 
income tax, and it is to be’ hoped that 
the democratic senators will be equally 
firm in their advocacy of a measure 
which is so pre-eminently just and equi- 
table. | , 

Under our present defective federal 
taxing system many of the richest men 
in the country shirk their share of the 
public burdens and contribute practically 
nothing to the support of the govern- 
ment. Instead of investing their money 
in real estate and manufacturing enter- 
prises they have invested it in bonds and 
stocks, and although some of them en- 
joy incomes of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year, they escape taxation. 
Nothing could be more unequal and un- 
just. The average citizen who owns a 
small farm or a cottage has to pay a tax 
because his property is visible and at- 
tracts the attention of the tax assessor. 
Then, the tariff compels him to pay a 
tax on almost everything that he con- 
sumes in the shape of food and clothing 
and other necessaries of life. He works 
hard, develops the country and puts his 
money where it will be an active factor 
of our material progress. The untaxed 
bondholder, on the other hand, is a mere 
drone among his fellow men. He ¢re- 
ates nothing, produces nothing and 
spends his time clipping his coupons. 
His fortune was built up under the fa- 
voritism and protection of the govern- 
ment, and it goes without saying that 
he reaps more advantages from our 
Whole system of government than his 
heavily-taxed neighbor. 

The income tax is so manifestly just 
and equitable that the rich men of Eng- 
land, in their parliament, have volunta- 
rily imposed it upon themselves for the 
past fifty years. It is easily collected 
and is not more inquisitorial than any 
other tax. When we adopt it our tariff 
difficulties will disappear. Taxation will 
be equalized, and the public burdens will 
be borne by those who are best able to 
shoulder them. 

The democratic party and the people 
take this view of the income tax, and 
they expect the senate to stand by them. 
This tax will go a long way toward the 
solution of the whole taxing and tariff 
problem. 


Lost in a Fog. 

Sometimes a dense fog settles over 
London for days at a time, and the 6,000,- 
QUO inhabitants of that metropolis are 
unable to see their way, although the 
street lamps are lighted and gas is burn- 
ing in.every house. While the fog lasts 
the people grope about as helpless as. if 
they were stone blind. 

‘The weather bureau is silent on the 
subject, but something worse than a Lon- 
don “fog seems to have descended upon 
Washington and enveloped that city in 
its murky and muggy folds. For more 
than a year the administration and the 
democratic majority in congress have 
been cautiously feeling their way, ravel- 
ing in a circle, frequently halting, some- 
times retracing their steps and practi- 
cally accomplishing nothing. 

For more than a year the business in- 
terests of the country have awaited the 
expected signal from Washington, and 
they have waited in vain. So far as fed- 
eral legislation is concerned, all is dark- 
ness and uncertainty. Such trimming 
and dodging and such unwarranted de 
lay have never before characterized a 
great party. The people are indignant, 
and they have just cause for their wrath. 
For the first time in a generation the 
democrats are in complete control of 
every branch of the government, and yet 
they have not redeemed a single pledge 
of their platform. They hesitate to carry 
out their promises, and spend month 


which have been demanded by the party. 

Lost in a fog! That is the only phrase 
that describes it. How so many bril- 
liant political lights can be so signally 
eclipsed is the greatest mystery of our 
time. 


Stick a Pin Here. 

According to all accounts at least 50 
per cent of the growing oat crop was de- 
stroyed by the recent freeze. This 
means that not only oats, but other food 
for stock, will command high prices, and 
right here the farmers of the south 
should stick a pin. 

It is'too late to plant oats, but the far- 
mers can do better. They can cut down 
their cotton acreage and plant largely 
of corn and German millet. We trust 
they will not be too particular about 
their cotton. Unless some unforeseen 
event occurs between now and next year 
an average crop will not command a 
profitable price. The way to prevent 
this is for the farmers to raise a short 
crop. They will get more profit out of a 
short crop than out of a large one. 


The Wolcott Resolution. 

In the senate yesterday the resolution 
offered by Mr. Teller for his colleague, 
Mr. Wolcott, was taken up and agreed 
to. The resolution provides that the 
coinage of Mexican silver dollars, by 
agreement with the Mexican govern- 
ment, be permitted at the mints of Car- 
son City, Nevada and San Francisco. 

The resolution is a very interesting 
one, and touches a very important phase 
of our trade with the east. We pre- 
sume the Mexican government has al- 
ready been sounded in regard to the pro- 
ject. If so, the resolution will pass the 
house as readily as it passed the senate. 

The object of coining Mexican dollars 
at Carson City and San Francisco is to 
supply the insatiable demand for this 
coin that exists in China and the far 
east, and thereby increase our trade with 
those countries. The French trade dol- 
lar and the American trade dollar—our 
readers remember this last experiment— 
failed to.meet the approval of the-Mon- 
golians. Nobody knows why, but a 
lack of knowledge doesn’t change facts. 
Where the French ard American trade 
dollars failed to go the Mexican dollar 
went, and it is now the current legal ten- 
der money of China, the Malay penin- 


sula, England’s straits settlements and 


after month delaying the great reforms’ 


lars, of which all but 1,000,000 were ex- 
ported. Not less than 8,500,000 were 
shipped from San Francisco. 

The fall in silver, which has dislocated 
the exchanges of silver-using countries, 
has acted as a great stimulus to their 
exports. In the case of China it has 
Stimulated her exports and contracted 
her imports from Europe and America. 


| The experiment of giving an artificial 


gold value to the rupee in India is very 
favorable to China, and that country. is 
taking prompt advantage of the situa- 


} tion, 


According to those who are familiar 
with the trade conditions, China is about 
to make a heavy increase in her exports, 
and, as a consequence, will import sil- 
ver on an unprecedented scale. This is 
the opinion of Moreton Frewen, the Eng- 
lish financial expert who is now in Wash- 
ington. 

It is this movement—this anticipated 
demand for silver from the east—that has 
strengthened the silver market and in- 
creased the price of the metal from 59 
to 62 cents. 

The immense demand for silver in 
China has never been: adequately sup- 
plied. The mint at Canton, which js 
said to be managed to suit the whims of 
certain high mandarins, coined less than 
3,000,000 ounces for all China. On the 
other hand, British India, poorer and 
less populous, has frequently coined 40.- 
000,000 ounces in a single year. 

Mr. Frewen is also of the opinion that 
a market for Mexican dollars will also be 
found in India. Although there 1s an 
import duty of 5 per cent on bullion sil- 
ver entering that country, it is a ques- 
tion whether the duty would fall on 
coined silver. 

The object of the Wolcott resolution is 
to find a more extended market for the 
American silver product. The wider the 
market, the higher the. price, and the 
higher the price the greater the relief to 
all the people. 


A Pointer for Southern Farmers. 

The recent untimely cold snap has 
played havoc with the grain and forage 
crops in the west. Wheat and oats have 
been so materially damaged that the out- 
‘put will hardly suffice for home consump- 
tion. 

The prices of food crops this year will 
probably reach a high figure. 

This is something for southern farmers 
to consider very seriously. They make 
a great mistake at any time when they 
send to the west for grain and forage, 
but if they do it this year the conse 
quences will be ruinous. 

Before it is too late our farmers should 
strain every nerve to produce food and 
forage crops that will sustain every man 
and beast in the south and leave a sur- 
plus for export to the west. 

Instead of buying these supplies this 
year at high prices, let us get ready to 
sell them to the millions who will need 
them in the vast region where _ short 
crops will make the people dependent 
upon other sections. 

We must live at home this year and 
sell supplies to our neighbors! 


The Nicaragua Canal. 

There is undoubtedly a revival of in- 
terest in the Nicaragua canal, and as 
the project is endorsed by the democratic 
platform there would seem to be no good 
reason why the enterprise should not 
get a good start under the present ad- 
ministration. 

We ought to build this canal. It is of 
great importance to our commercial in- 
terests and it would greatly increase the 
trade of our southern ports. _It is too 
slow and expensive for ships sailing be- 
tween New York and San Francisco to 
round Cape Horn when the feasibility 
of this canal has been fully demonstra- 
ted. We need this short route to China 
and all the Asiatic countries, but 
whether it should be built by a private 
corporation or by the government is a 
big question. 

Just at present we should support Nic- 
aragua in exercising its sovereignty over 
the Mosquito coast, where the British 
seem disposed to seize Corn island in or- 
der to command the entrance to the 
Nicaragua canal. Great Britain must 
be made to understand that she must let 
Nicaragua and the Mosquito country 
alone, and if mecessary our warships 
should be stationed there to protect our 
interests. 

Congress should pass’ the Nicaragua 
canal bill. When the canal is finished it 
must be ours and remain under our con- 
trol. We cannot afford to allow England 
to fortify a commanding position at the 
entrance to this great water way, and 
if there is any virtue in the Monroe doc- 
trine the present land-grabbing scheme 
of the British will be nipped in the bud. 

Every southern congressman should be 
in favor of the canal, and there are 
many reasons why both parties in con- 
gress should give it their united support.

The New York Sun thus discusses the 


farmirig probiem: “Does farming pay?’ is 
the question that was officially put to 1,918 
Kansas farmers by Commissioner Todd, of 
that state. The answer, ‘“‘Yes.”’ was sent

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


Silwer and Gold—1873 and 1893. 


Editor Constitution—Just after the close 
of our war between the states two confed- 
erate brothers left Georgia and cast their 
lots in Mexico to better their codition. They 
bought lands and began farming and stock 
raising. In 1873 one of the brothers moved 
across the Rio Grande and settled in Tex- 
as. It so happened that both brothers 
thought it advisable to mortgage their 
farms for the purpose of improving them, 
and each placed a mortgage respectively 
on his lands and borrowed $1,000, which was 
paid to them in Mexican silver dollars, which 
were then current and as good as gold in 
both Mexico and ‘Texas. These mortgages 
matured in December, 1893. The brother 
in Texas was forced to pay off his mort~ 
gage on the gold standard of vaiues. The 
brother in Mexico had on hand $500 in United 
States gold coin, with which he bought 
one thousand Mexican silver dollars and 
paid off his mortgage, these being a legal 
tender in Mexico in 1898, as they were in 
1873, when the brothers received silver for 
their mortgages. res! brother in Mexico 
discharges his obligation with $500 of gold, 
while the brother in Texas discharges his 
with $1,000 of gold; or the first paid off with 
1,000 Mexican dollars, while the second is 
fereed by the Cleveland-Sherman regime to 
pay 2,000 Mexican dollars, although he bor- 
rowed and received only one thousand sil- 
ver dollars. This is the practical working of 
the ‘single gold standard—to . force the 
debtor class, constituting 95 per cent of our 
people, to pay to the creditor class ( per 
cent of the population) two dollars for every 
one dollar borrowed or contracted for. The 
gold coin has been doubly enhanced in 
value, as compared with silver and all 
other commodities, by dishonest legislation 
in its favor, as against other values, to 
give the money power the advantage over 
their fellow men. ~eliitie:

ATER THE LYNGHERS | 


The Governor Is Determined to Find 
Who Killed Dan Abern. 


A REWARO OF $800 OFFERED FOR EACH 


A Pension Forgery by Which a Hart 
County Man Lost His Money—Othor 
News and Gossip of the Capitol. 


A determined effort is being made to as- 
certain the identity of the members of the 
mob that lynched Dan Ahern, at Greenes- 


boro a few days ago. 

The mob, it will be remembered, was not 
made up of Greene county men, at least, 
so it is claimed, but came to Greenesboro 
from a neighboring county. 

Ahern is the negro who criminally assault- 
ed a well-known and highly respectable 
white lady in Greene county. As soon as 
he was caught and fully identified by his 
victim he was hurried off by the officers to 
the county jail, and there was placed under 
guard. There were strong fears of lynching 
that night, for the citizens of Greenesboro 
and other parts of the county, were greatly 
wrougst up, and it was only by the nerviest 
kind of action on the part of the county offi- 
cers that he was kept out of the hands of 
the mob. The Greenesboro Rifles were call- 
eu on, and all night guarded the jail. 

As morning came the mob had disappear- 
ed and the sheriff deemed that all danger 
had passed, and he therefore 
dismissed the soldiers. No soon- 
er, however, had they gotten 
to their homes beyond the call of the civil 
authorities, than a number of men who had 
come in on an early morning train, went 
quietly to the jail, overpowered the jailer, 
took Ahern out and hanged him. 

Yesterday the governor took official action 
in the case and issued his proclamation, of- 
ferine a reward of $300 for the arrest with 
proof to convict for each of the members of 
the mob. The governor's views on the sub- 
ject of lynching are well known and he will 
@pare absolutely no pains to bring the of- 
fenders to justice and to have them pun- 
ished to the fullest extent of the law. To 
aid in bringing this about he has offered the 
unusually large reward for each person, 
and it is believed that this will result in 
some arrests and prosecutions at once. 

It is rumored that the people comprising 
the mop came from Morgan county, but 
iunere is nothing definite, so far as is known 
here, to substantiate that rumor, beyond 
the fact that they came into Greenesboro on 
the early morning train from Atlanta. 

The governor’s proclamation was as fol- 
lows: 

The Governor’s Proclamation. 

“Whereas, Reliable information has been 
received at this department that on the 6th 
day of April, instant, in the county of 
Greene, Dan Ahren, charged with the com- 
mission of a revolting crime, and who had 
been lodged for safe keeping in the com- 
mon jail of said county, was forcibly taken 
therefrom by an armed mob and murdered; 
and, 

“Whereas, This open defiance of law is 
a burning disgrace to our people and puts 
in jeopardy the best interests of society: 

“Now, therefore, in order that these mal- 
efactors may be brought to the bar of jus- 
tice for their misdoing, it is, therefore, or- 
dered that a reward of $300 each be offered 
for the arrest and delivery to the sheriff 
of Greene county, with proof to convict of 
the persons actively implicated in the said 
forcible abduction and murder of the said 
Dan Ahren.’’ 

A Pension Fraud. 

John Peak, a well-known veteran of Hart 
county,- is out the amount of a pension 
which he draws from the state for a wound 
received in the war, and from the present 
outlook he will have no opportunity of re- 
covering that amount of money until the 
legislature takes special action in his case. 

This is due to a clever piece of forgery 
which is now being investigated by the 
state authorities. 

Several weeks ago, just after Pension 
Clerk Harrison had completed his work of 
preparing the warrants for the pay of sol- 
diers’ pensions and during the rush incident 
to the issuance of these warrants and their 
delivery to the many people who call for 
them, a tall and rather fine-iooking gentle- 
man came into his office and asked for the 
Warrant in favor of John Peak. 

“I am John Peak,’ said he, “and as 1 
happen to be in the city on other business, 
I thought I would call and get my war- 
rant in person,” 

Captain Harrison reached over to the 
Case containing the applications from Hart 
county and opening that of John Peak 
Questioned the caller on the facts concern- 
ing his life and concerning his service in 
the war, all of which the caller answered 
fully, just as setforth in the application; 
then, as he signed the receipt for the war- 
rant, which was handed him, Captain Har- 
rison made a mental note of the fact that 
the signature was identically that attached 
to the application. 

Nothing more was, of course thought of 
the case, as it was just like hundreds of 
Others. A few days ago a letter was re- 
ceived from the ordinary of Hart county 
asking why the warrant for John Peak had 
not been included with the others sent in. 
Captain Harrison replied that the pension 
had been paid to Peak in person. his 
brought letters from the ordinary and from 
Peak himself, stating that he had not been 
Outside of Hart county for the last six 
years, and it was evident that a fraud has 
been perpetrated upon the department. 

The Hart county authorities have some 
Suspicions as to the man who perpetrated 
the forgery, as it is believed that only one 
berson could have answered fully and com- 
pletely the questions which Captain Har- 
rison asked. Peak was a member of Com- 
pany C, of the Sixty-fourth North Carolina 
regiment and was wounded in the arm 
in January, 1863, during a skirmish in North 
Carolina. All these facts were stated by 
the man who drew the money. 

A comparison of the signatures shows 
that they are as much alike as could be ex- 
Bected, even if written by the same man.

Peak and the records at the treasury show- 
ing that the pension money has been paid 
to John Peak, there is no way for him 
to secure the money which belongs to him 
except through a special act of the legisla- 
ture.

After Many Changes of Sentence Jeff 
Rockmore Will Hang. 


TO BE EXECUTED AT DECATUR APRIL 20 


The Stdry of His Crime and of the Be- 
markable History of His Ez- 
capes from the Galiows, 


There will be a hanging-at Decatur one 
week from day after tomorrow. Jeff Rock- 
more, who has been thrice sentenced to 
death, who was respited within three days 
of the time set for his execution, and when 
everything seemed utterly hopeless, and 
whose chances of life have fluctuated from 
brightness to gloominess and back again to 
brightness with wonaerful rapidity, will at 
last pay the penalty of murder. 

Rockmore killed his man two years ago, 
and the courts have been wrestling with the 
question of whether the killing was or was 
not murder since that time. All of the judi- 
cial sifting has enued in the verdict that 
it was murder, and Rockmore will certainly 
hang on April 20th. 

Rockmore is only twenty years old, and 


is a perfect giant physically. He is tall and 


broad and wonderfully developed. The ex- 
pression of his face is stupid and half sav- 
age, although he is: exceedingly quiet and 
non-communicative. 


Two years ago Rockmore was employed | 


on the Georgia road construction train. On 
tne same train, about thirty negroes were 
employed. One day, while between Decatur 
and Atlanta, coming tnis way, Rockmore 
had a quarrel with a negro named Stewart. 
The fault of that quarrel has never been 
satisfactorily placed. snose who were pres- 
ent threw the blame on Rockmore, but it 
was afterwaras charged that their testimo- 
ny was biased. 

Anyway Rockmore dealt Stewart a terri- 
ble blow on the head with an ax. Stewart 
sank to the floor, and while the train was 
Tushing along towards the city he died. 
Rockmore continued on the car until Atlan- 
ta was reached, when he quietly got off. 
He was arrested a few minutes later by 
Patrolman Whidby. He was carried to po- 
lice headquarters and locked up. The next 
day he was sent to Decatur. 

The trial was very short, It would be 
hard to find a more densel¥ ignorant and 
stupid negro than Rockmore and his de- 
fense was exceedingly lame. He had no at- 
torney, and a lawyer appointed by the judge 
defended him without any preparation. It 
was testified on the stand that Rockmore 
struck his victim in the back of the head 
while the latter was trying to get out of 
the way. A verdict of murder and a sen- 
tence of death was the result. Rockmore 
was brought to Atlanta and kept here sev- 
eral months. 

While in the Atlanta jail publications in 
The Constitution about the case developed 
a new phase of the killing. A witness was 
found who said that the blow with the ax 
was in front, and it was further developed 
that the fault of the quarrel lay with the 
dead negro. On this Rockmore was granted 
a stay of sentence, and later a new trial 
was secured for him. The evidence that 
secured the interference of the governor was 
not sufficient to change the color of the 
case, and Rockmore was again convicted 
and sentenced to be hung. 

He is undoubtedly guilty of murder, but it 
speaks well for common humanity that in- 
fluential men interposed in his behalf, and 
he a friendless, utterly ignorant and rough- 
looking negro.

PRESS CLUB MEETING. 


A Crisis Presented by the Approach- 
ing Railroad Meeting. 


WHAT 18 THE ASSOCIATION'S FATE P 


It Is Believed That the L. and N. Will 
Insist on Stricter Rules for the Gov- 
ernment of the Association. 


The most interesting question just at pres- 
ent bearing upon the railroads of the south 
bE cna in aog the future of the Southern 

ailway and Steamship Association. 

It is not long before the regular annual 
meeting of the members of the association 
for the purpose of discussing plans for the 
reorganization of the association. Te? 
meeting is to be held about the middle of 
May. 

Whether the association will be reorganized 
or not is not so much the question of con- 
cern ag how the organization will be recon- 
structed. The organization was formed sev- 
eral years ago for the term ending July 
Zlst of this year. The agreement of all the 
lines for the mutual protection of the inter- 
ests of southern railroads expires on that 
day, and the meeting to be held in May is 
for the purpose of entering into new agree- 
Ments and building over the association. 

To say that several of the most prominent 
lines in the association have lately grown 
very much dissatisfied with the way the 
agreement is kept by other lines is putting 
the case mildly. The recent withdrawal 
of the Louisville and Nashville, the Illinois 
Central and the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis from the organization showed how 
displeased these lines have become at the 
way things are carried on by some of the 
other members of the organization. 

While these lines came back into the as- 
' gociation, it is believed by nearly all prom- 
inent railroad men that they did so simply 
for the reason that they preferred to re- 
main in the association until the term of the 
agreement had expired, the time being but 
a few months more. Everybody thinks that 
these lines will be slow about re-entering 
the association unless some more perfect 
agreement can be made that will hold things 
together more forcibly. 

Commissioner Stahiman, it is known, will 
favor some plan looking to a more rigid 
binding on all the lines that enter the asso- 
ciation when it is reorganized. He has al- 
ready made public his intention of retiring 
from the commissionership at the May 
meeting and refusing to allow his name to 
be submitted for re-election unless the mem- 
bers show more willingness to knuckle down 
to strict laws that will prevent all manner 
of violations and back-stabbing that seems 
to have been carried on within the ranks 
lately. 

This May meeting of southern railroad 
men will certainly bring a crisis to the lines 
that traverse this region of the south. 
Never in the history of the railroads of this 
country have they suffered such hard times 
as have come to them within the past two 
years. There is at present but little pros- 
pect of any such increase of business as will 
very consideratg@ change things for the _bet- 
ter, and hence the necessity of keeping alive 
such an organization as the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association presents it- 
self clearly. From the standpoint of the 
railroads it would be suicidal if they de- 
clared themselves free from any such influ- 
ences and entered upon a frightful slashing 
of rates on an independent plan. There is 
not enough business in the country for any 
such pranks. 

To dissolve the agreement between the 
trunk lines,of the south would be to give 
the railroads freedom that would be ruina- 
tion!) They would, at a moment’s notice, be 
fighting each other with all fashions of rate- 
cutting and tricks, and while they would 
haul not a pound more business than they 
now haul, it would be for such rates as 
would bring nothing but destruction to 
themselves. 

The railroad men all know this. They 
see that there was never a time when they 
ought to hold together more firmly than 
‘right now, and it is idle talk to say for a 
moment that they will refuse to reorganize 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation, though there are many gossipers 
at work predicting that it will go to pieces 
when its natural lifetime has ended ou the 
3ist of July. 

It is said that the Louisville anc Nash- 
ville. will take quite a hand in the reorgani- 
zation of the association, and that Major 
Smith, president of that system, will insist 
upon a more solid basis of estabiishing the 
principles the organization is supposed to be 
constituted to enforce. If the other lines 
fail to meet the demands that will be 
made for better regulations, it is said that 
the Louisville and Nashivlile will refuse 
to enter the association for a second term, 
and will remain out of it after the present 
agreement between the lines expires, 

The situation is growing interesting 
every day. There is quite a general feeling 
among the presidents of southern lnes 
that to make the association stronger, 
stricter laws should be framed at the May 
meeting. 

Honesty the Best Policy. 


Speaking about the rate situation, a well 
known general manager is quoted as saying: 

“The railway rate situation, although it 
bears on its face a bad look, is regretted 
by some shrewd judges as containing the 
very elements which will force a better 
condition of affairs among the roads. Earn- 
ings, both gross and net, have reached a 
point where railway officials recognize that 
any further declines will precipitate the 
most serious trouble.

NEW YORK, April 10.—(Special.)—The 
market today d@ring the forenoon was the 
scene of a spirited contest between the 
bulls and the bears. For a time the result 
seemed in doubt; but early in the alternvoon 
the lack of outside buying power became 
apparent, and the bulls, hopeless of the 
support on which they had counted, seemed 
to lose courage and prices gave way. Liv- 
erpool had given us scant encouragement 
and our opening was at a decline otf a few 
points, May selling at 7.68. This was the 
highest of the day. For two hours the 
price of May was maintained above 7.60. 
but the price grew weaker and weaker as 
the day wore on. The close was barely 
steady. Even the bears are anything but 
contident of the -wisdom of selling short 
at present prices, and the market is so 
sensitive’ that any favorable circumstance 
would cause a quick recovery. But the 
absence of speculation removes the strong- 
est prop to the market, and for this the 
holders of cotton have to thank Mr. Hatch 
and his followers in congress.

The Condition of Winter Wheat. 


Washington, April 10.—The condition of 
winter wheat in’ the ist day of April, as 
reported by the statistician of the agricult- 
ural department averages 86.7 per cent for 
the entire country. Last year the average 
was 77.4; in 1892 it was 81.2 and 96.9 for the 
year 1891. The corresponding average for 
rye is 94.4 per cent. The averages of wheat 
for the principal states are as follows: 
Kentucky, 83; Ohio, 90; Michigan, 83; Indi- 
ana, 90; Lllinois, 87; Missouri, 88; Kansas, 
72: Nebraska, 85, and California, 87. 

The average date of seeding in the Ohio 
and Mississippi valleys was late, owing to 
dry weather. in general, however, the con- 
dition of soil was not unfavorable to plant- 
ing. and germination. Very little damage 
is reported from the hessian fly, and that 
only in sections of Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Missouri and Kansas. 

The weather from seeding time until the 
recent cold’ wave swept over the country 
except in cases hereafter noted, has been 
very favorable to the growth of the plant. 
In the eastern, northern and northwestern 
states snow covering has afforded protec- 
tion in addition to that of a mild temper- 
ature. The returns in regard to the effects 
upon wheat resulting from the recent cold 
spell are not so satisfactory nor so conclu- 

ve as is desfrable. The injury to the crop 
is undoubtedly considerable, Af not great. 
but the comments of correspondents accom- 
panying the reports would seem to indicate 
that the full extent of the damage was not 


In the eastern and northern states the dam- 
age was comparatively slight. In the sauth 
Atlantie and southern states the injury js 
marked and decided, with perhaps the ex- 
ception of Texas, while in the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky, the injury from frosting is consid- 
erable; but the extent of the same is con- 
tingent upon future meteorological condi- 
tions. The returns indicate that freezing to 
the ground was quite prevalent, especially 
on low and rich, moist lands, but with 
roots left untouched, or at least alive, with 
good-prospects of recuperation on the re- 
currence of favorable weather. In the states 
of Kansas, Nebraska and California the im- 
paired condition of the crops has not re- 
sulted so much’ from~the frost as from 
cold, dry weather. High winds are also 
noted by our Kansas correspondents as 
one of the causes of unfavorable condi- 
tions. Rain is much needed in these, as well 
- ~ other important wheat producing 
states.

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The Ninth Annual Session of the 
Southern Conference, 


AT THE CHURCH OF OUR FATHER 


Sermon Last Night on “Our Divine Hu- 
manity,” by Rev. ©. J. K. Jones, 
of Louisville, Ky. 


The southern conference of the Unitarian 
ehurch was launched upon its ninth an- 
nual session at the Church of Our Father, 
in this city, last evening. 

Every seat in the auditorium of the lit- 
tle church was occupied, and the meeting 
throughout was pervaded with a spirit of 
reverence which impressed every one with 
the religious solemnity of the occasion. 

After a prelude from the choir, which was 
rendered with happy effect, the prelim- 
inary services were conducted by Rev. W. 
R. Cole, the pastor of the church. 

A fervent prayer was offered by Rev. 
H. A. Whitman, of Charleston, S. C., who 
implored the blessing of God to rest upon 
the meeting and to abide througout the de- 
liberatons of the assembly. 

Man’s Divinity. 

The conference sermon was then preached 
by Rev. Cc. J. K. Jones, pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, Louisville, Ky. His 
subject was “Our Divine Humanity.” It 
was a sermon of unusual massiveness of 
thought and was delivered in a style of pre- 
sentation which impressed every one pres- 


ent. 

Among other things the speaker said that 

man was the crown and the culmination of 
God's creative work: he was the most ex- 
alted creature on earth, and it was neces- 
gary as the basis of his religion that he 
should have a proper conception of his 
own divine origin and mission. He discussed 
the human organism and the power of 
intellect, and touched upon the possibilities 
of growth and expansion which they pre- 
sented. 
In regard to the belief of the Unitarian 
church he said that a number of harsh 
things had been spoken, but much of this 
criticism was the result of honest though 
mistaken ignorance. It was not his purpose 
to antagonize any religion that was honest, 
for honest views of religion were to . 
respected as the conceptions which men 
maintained of divine truth and of the at- 
tributes of God.
